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The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
teach  students,  who  have  no 
previous  knowledge  of  Chinese, 
how  to  speak  and  understand 
the  type  of  Chinese  most 
widely  used  in  present-day 
China.  This  is  the  language 
commonly  referred  to  in  the 
Western  world  as  “Mandarin" 
or  the  “National  Language". 
While  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  practical  conver- 
sation and  the  acquisition 
of  useful  vocabulary,  the 
student  will  also  be  introduced 
to  the  Chinese  writing  system. 


Language  training  will  be 
supplemented  by  occasional 
informal  lectures  on  various 
aspects  of  Chinese  culture. 

Registration  will  be 
limited  to  25  students.
